(The following is published for general information!' 

G.SJt. 73. — In exercise of the powers conferred by article 145 0 J 1 the Constitu- 
tion, and all other powers enabling It in this behalf, the Supreme Court hereby 
makes, with the approval of the President, the following rules further to amend the 
Supreme Court Rules, 1966, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Supreme Court (Amendment) Rules, 1971. 
(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 

Gazette, 

2, In the Suupreme Court Rules, 1966, — 

(1) in Part II, after Order XX and the rules relating thereto! the following 
Order shall be inserted, namely: — 

“ORDER XX-A. 

Appeals under section 55 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Tirade Practice* 
Act. 1969 (54 of 1989). 1 

Cits') 
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1. The Petition of appeal shall recite succinctly and clearly all the relevant 
facts leading up to the order appealed from, and shall set forth in brief the objec- 
tions to the order appealed from and the grounds relied on In support of the appeal. 
The petition shall aipo state the date of the order appealed from as well as the 
■date on which It was received by the appellant. 

2. The petition of appeal shall be accompanied by : 

(1) an authenticated copy of the order appealed from; and 

(ii) at least seven spare sets of the petition and the papers filed with it. 

3. After the appeal is registered, it shall put up for hearing ex-parte before the 
Court which may either dismiss it summarily or direct Issue of notice to all neces- 
sary parties, or may make such orders as the circumstances of the case may 
require. 

4. Within ten days of the receipt by It of the notice, the Central Government or 
the Commission, as the case may be, shall transmit to the Court the entire original 
record relating to the order appealed from. 

Preparation of Record 

3. After the receipt of the original record, the Registrar shall, with all con- 
venient speed, in consultation with the parties to the appeal, select the documents 
necessary and relevant for determining the appeal and cause sufficient number of 
copies of the said record to be typed or cyclostyled or printed at the expense of 
the appellant. 

6. (1) The record of the appeal shall be printed in accordance with the rules 
contained in the First Schedule to these rules. 

(2) Save as otherwise provided by the rules contained in this Order, the pro- 
visions of Order XV relating to the printing and preparation of record in civil 
appeals shall, as far as may be, apply to the printing and preparation of records 
in appeals under the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 
1969). 

7. Save as otherwise provided by the rules contained in this Order, the provi- 
sions of other Orders shall apply, so far as may be t oappeals under section 55 
of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1909 (54 of 1969)-”; 

(2) after Part VI-A and Order XXXVIII-A and the rules relating thereto, 

the following Order shall be Inserted, namely: — 

“Part VI-B 
ORDER XXXVIII-B 

Reference under section 7(2) of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Prac- 
tices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969). 

1. A reference under sub-section (2) of section 7 of the Monopolies and Restric- 
tive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969) shall be forwarded to the Registrar of 
the Supreme Court. 

2. (1) The reference shall contain inter alia all the relevant facts of the case, 
definite charges against the member and the statement of grounds on which each 
such charge is based. 

(2) The Central Government shall together with the reference transmit seven 
copies thereof and eight copies of transcript in English of the documents relating 
to the grounds on which the removal pf the member is sought, one of which shall 
he duly authenticated. 

3- On receipt of such reference, it shall be registered in the Register maintain- 
ed for the purpose and numbered as “Reference No. of 19— — ■ — under 

Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1969 (54 of 1969)”. No Court fee 
ohall be payable on such reference. 

4. (1) As soon as the reference is registered and numbered, the Registrar shall 
give notice to the member concerned calling upon him within four weeks from 
the date of service of notice on him, to put in a written statement of his defence 
together with seven copies thereof and to state whether he desires to be heard 
in person, A copy of the documents mentioned in rule 2 shall be enclosed with 
ihe notice. 
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(2) Notice stating the date fixed for filing written statement btf the member 
shall be given to the Attorney-General of India and the Central Government. 

5- (1) After the written statement is received from the member . or if no such 
written statement is received within the time allowed, the Court stall fix a date 
for the inquiry, 

(2) If the member does not appear on the date fixed for inquiry, the Court 
may proceed with the inquiry in the absence of the member. 

(3) At the inquiry, the oral and documentary evidence, as the case may be, in 
support of the grounds on which the removal of the member is sought, shall be 
exhibited. The member shall be entitled to cross-examine the witnesses. 

(4) The evidence for the defence shall then be exhibited and the witnesses exa- 
mined who shall be liable lo cross-examination by the prosecution. 

(5) The provisions of Order XXXI shall, as far as may be, apply' to the record- 
ing of evidence. 

6- The member shall have a right to be defended by a legal practitioner of his 
choice. 

7. Every witness who is summoned to give evidence or to pTodute a document 
or thing before the Court shall be paid travelling and dally allowances at such 
rates as the Court may fix. 

8. (1) After the close of the inquiry, the Court shall make an order at once 
or on such other day as may be fixed by it. 

(2) The Court may pass such orders as to costs as. it may deem| proper. 

9. After the order of the Court has been announced, the Regisljrar shall send 
a copy thereof to the Central Government. 

10. Save as otherwise provided by the rules contained in this Order, the pro- 
visions of other Orders shall, so far as may be. apply to references unde sub- 
section (2) of section 7 of the Monopolies and Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1909 
(54 of 1909).”;

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted, a marriage 

with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts:
